THE "A DVERTISER” ON CALIFORNIA. 


On Saturday the R ecoiuj-I’xion com­ 
mented at length upon the gross misrepre- 
nentations of a California correspondent of 
the New York Commercial Advertiser, who 
attempted to describe the chief products of 
Northern California, and to speak of its 
climate in comparison with that of the 
southern section. 
A dispatch in this 
morning’s U b w .ijC n id x gives, at consid­ 
erable length, the response of the Adver­ 
tiser to a Hood of criticism and protest that 
has been showered upon it. 
As a whole, 
the reply of the New York journal indi­ 
cates fairly correct knowledge of climatic 
and productive conditions here and a de­ 
sire to deal fairly with the question. 
It, however, excuses * s Santa Monica 
correspondent on the ground that a» Califor­ 
nia is of such great extent, and has such 
variety of climate- ns to in-wilder and sur­ 
prise th e casual observer, it should not lie 
expected that a casual 
correspondent, 
writing from one particular section of this 
State, and knowing nothing of other sec­ 
tions, should give other than local color 
to 
his 
expression, any 
mose 
than 
when one writing from New York displays 
his ignorance of Charleston. 
But here is 
the flaw in the A d vert i*er s defense: Its Santa 
Monica correspondent 
claimed affirma­ 
tively to have knowledge concerning the 
whole, or the larger portion of the State; 
he expressly stated, for- instance, that he 
liad visited the Sacramento valley. So far 
as the Eastern reader was concerned, he 
was justified in believing that the Adrer- 
hscr's correspondent spoke by the book 
when he declared that N orthern and Cen­ 
tral 
f aliturm a 
sections were’ 
devoted 
chiefly to mining and vineyards, with the 
implication that they produce little else 
than grapes and minerals, and with the in­ 
sinuation that its climatic conditions are 
not inviting or tolerable. 
Of course, if the Advertisers correspond­ 
ent had confessed in his letter that he 
knew nothing of the central and north 
sections, his expressions, so far as the com­ 
parisons drawn were concerned,would have 
been valueless. 
Indeed, with such an ex­ 
planatory preface the Adrcrtiscr would 
have rejected the letter. 
Our New York 
contemporary therefore begs the question 
for its correspondent, and we submit, bv 
a process of reasoning that is nothing short 
of alwurd. 
Would the Advertiser have its 
California readers understand that letters 
appearing in its column- and purportingto 
speak intelligently of anv particular State 
of the Union or the world, are to he ac­ 
cepted by its readers as valuable and relia­ 
ble only from the standpoint of the par­ 
ticular places from which the letters hail? 
Certainly it will not willingly so far be­ 
little its own sagacity and skill as a sensi­ 
ble journal as to confess that it publishes 
original m atter that is to be taken with 
such allowance, in the absence of note or 
explanation that “ this letter is unreliable 
in its statements, except so far as they relate 
to the immediate section from which it 
hails.” 
We can fancy the New York pa­ 
per using electrotyped “ slugs" with the 
lines containing such prefatory warning 
with which to introduce the casual corre­ 
spondents. 
* alifomians can aflbrd to excuse the few 
errors In the Advertiser* explanation of 
the climates of California, since the gen­ 
eral tone ot its article is just and its main 
statements substantially correct, though 
lacking clearness on minor subjects. Thus 
the explanation that while it is warm at 
Sacramento, it may be an overooat-day in 
San Francisco, though the places differ little 
in latitude or altitude, should have pointed 
out that the first place is in the heart .of a 
broad, sheltered valley, and the latter upon 
a narrow peninsula between the ocean and 
a great bay, and exposed to sea winds and 
fogs, and noteworthy for its variety of 
climatic moods. 
Yet none are severe, and 
all are superior to most A tlantic sealioard 
climates. So, too, when it is stated that so 
extreme are the differences between see- 
tioas of this State that no statement one 


Says the San Francisco Alla: 
“ Onr 
people are getting alive to the fact th at 
such cxtension’of the transportation «vs- 
tem of the coast as the California and 
t Irrgon road promises, secures the position 
of San Fraile sco as the New York of the 
Pacific.

T he matter hangs entirely upon 
an eflieient railway system, owned and 
controlled here, and to make the statement 
docs not involve the necessity, as cranks 
seem to imagine, of holding in favor of 
the angelic attributes of railway men. 
It 
by any process the control of our railways 
should fall to Eastern capital, is there any 
assurance that the policy of its manage­ 
ment would he any more agreeable to our 
public? 
We stand for tbe rights of Cali­ 
fornia and for the conditions of a glorious 
commercial future for San Francisco, and 
we have a suspicion that Eastern capital­ 
ists will not break their necks to give us 
anything they have without money and 
without price.” 
But we recall from the dustless recesses 
of memory the day when San Francisco 
expression concerning the California and 
Oregon road was very differently formu­ 
lated. 
It requires no great stretch of 
memory to bring back to mental vision the 
day when San Francisco not only refused 
to declare in favor of the completion of 
that line, hut when it did what it could to 
cripple the eflbrt to drive it through and 
over topographical difficulties seemingly 
insurmountable, 
indeed, some of the San 
Francisco press went so far as to declare 
that the marriage of the waters of the 
Northwest with the tides of the G ulf by a 
bond of rail was a m atter of indifference 
to that city, and one that could not ma­ 
terially affect her, while as to the de 
velopmont of extreme northern counties, 
they were on the whole scarce worthy of 
the eflbrt. 
It was in the era when the 
preservation of the land grant to the road 
was the only basis upon which credit for the 
construction of the line could he based, and 
was one for w hich San Francisco declines! 
to lift a linger, but railed at the company 
projecting the line, demanded the forfeit­ 
ure of the grant, and told the road build­ 
ers to “ go help them selves” if they must 
lay track over the northern mountains 
and through the dark canyons of Siskiyou. 
However, the light forced conviction of 
its error ujkhi San Francisco at bust, and 
she came to realize, just in the nick of 
time, that one of the grandest schemes of 
the day of w hich California could l>e the 
beneficiary is an all rail line through the 
heart of Oregon and down the Sacramento 
and the San Joaquin valleys, uniting the 
extreme north ami tbe gulf south in com­ 
mercial unity by a great highway travers­ 
ing the entire length of otir State, and ter­ 
minating only at 
the mouth 
of the 
Mississippi. 
It 
will 
not 
he 
many 
months before the inestimable benefits to 
California of this magnificent avenue of 
transjiortation will be acknowledged bv 
the people of San Francisco with an en­ 
thusiasm and sincerity that will make 
once antagonistic influences in that citv 
pray that in mercy their continued hos­ 
tility and outrageous demands may he 
blotted from the memory of men. 
And precisely the same is to be said of 
the influences that exerted themselves to 
the utmost to prevent or hinder the up­ 
building of the railway; system of Califor­ 
nia, and the consolidation of ownership 
nnd control of the several feeders and in­ 
dependent roads, essential to a harmonious 
railway system, and vitally necessary to 
maintenance of the transcontinental trunk 
lines. 
They were then extremely anxious 
that control should fall into foreign hands, 
and that such railroads as we might secure 
should be little independencies, without 
strength and struggling each to maintain 
»>n individuality not po&siMo in g .State so 
young, so remote, and in a system depend­ 
ent upon a region in the juvenility of de­ 
velopment. \\ e take it that these same in­ 
fluences would find it very difficult to muster 
a corporal’s guard to-day of California citi­ 
zens so blind to the liest interests of the 
State as to advocate the disruption of the 
California railway system, or the ceding of 
it to control, the interests of which are 
not sentimentally, as well as practically, 
loyal to the State and her commercial de­ 
velopment.

Sax Kkancpvo, August 10th.—The iuvesliga- 
tio u o f the Federal Commission into the aflairs 
of the Pacific railways resumed its work this 
m orning 
Lloyd Tevis, 
l’resident of Wells, 
Fargo A Co.’s Express Company, appeared w ith 
coptvsef the contracts ami agreem ents prom­ 
ised yesterday. They consisted of the contract 
between the Central f'acitic and Wells, Fargo <k 
Co., by which the former agrees to transfer the 
m erchandise of tire latter over its litres, made in 
1879, and the agreem ent between the Pacific 
Express Company and Wells, Fargo it Co., in . 
1800, by w hich the former agreed to go out of 
business in consideration of getting one-third << 
Wells. Fargo it Co.'s stor k, w hich was increased 
m m $10,000,000 to $15,000,000. 
During the construction of the Central Pacific, 
aixnit 1X65, Mr. Tevis said the railroad men en­ 
deavored to get him into the Contract am i Fi­ 
nance Company, hut he was afraid to have 
anyihing to do w ith the enterprise, and de­ 
clined. At that tim e Governor .Stanford and 
his associates were borrowing money from 
everybody who would tend. They often applied 
to the witness, w ho occasionally accommodated 
them . 
He said he was apprehensive that they 
would fail to carry through the enterprise and 
lateóme involved in irretrievable ruin. 
As the 
law made tiie stockholders of any corporation 
liable for its indebtedness, he did not wish to 
enter upon a scheme which uppoared to lie so 
hazardous, and so resisted all of Governor Stan­ 
ford’s blandishm ents. The witness said at that 
tim e the railroad men were borrowing money at 
:i per cent, per m onth, w hich was then the rul­ 
ing rate. 
Shortly a rtcr its com pletion he said he had 
been appointed a Commissioner to inspect the 
Central Pacific, and while doing so. und consid­ 
ering the lim ited means of Stanford, Cmoker 
and their associates at the tim e of it. construc­ 
tion. he had ollen m arveled at how in the 
world they ever got over the m ountains. At the 
time the road w as completed the Contract and 
Finance I 'Olupauy was jS,000,0O0in de bt, and be­ 
ing a-kssl if he would have taken the stock of 
the Central Pacific in possession of tliut com­ 
pany and assumed its debts, he said he would 
uot have done so. Ow ing to the personal lia­ 
bility of its stockholder-, capitalists generally 
would have nothing to do with the overland 
road s securities, and th at was the reason its 
so ck was practically worthless. 
From the 
standpoint of a capitalist, he considered the 
Central Pacific, uj>on its completion, on the 
verge o f bankruptcy. This cloud was not re­ 
moved from the property until it began to pay 
dividends. 
Mr. Colieu thcu presented to the Commission 
a copy of the agreement lietweeti the Central 
Pacific Railroad Company and the Western 
Union Telegraph Company, by w hich the latter 
agrees to transact the business of the railroad: 
also the original assignments of I). \V. Str ug, of 
Sail Diego, of fifty shares of Central Pacific 
stock to o. D. Lam bard, w hich the former de­ 
clared in his testimony had never been issued 
to him . This a—igument was dated December 
16. 1*68. Attached to it was a certificate of Ijim- 
banl transferring ttie stock to Stanford. Mr. 
Cobcu also read from the minute-books of the 
Central Pacific Company in ls<W two extracts 
showing that strong had received «5,000 for 
services rendered the company. These docu­ 
ments were all offered in evidence. 
J. II. Strowbridge, who was Superintendent of 
Const ructiou of the Contract and Finance Com­ 
pany, was again called to the stand, and gave 
some further data concerning the costof eon- 
strur--ion of the Central Pacific Railroad between 
sacram ento and Promontory. This testimony 
was corroliorative of that given vesterdav, with 
some slight additions, for w hich’he said he had 
to rely principally upon his memory. 
In answer to the question w hat it"would have 
■cost to construct the central Pacific five years 
later, taking plenty of tim e, the witness said the 
work could have been done for 70 per cent, less 
than ft did cost. The great expense of the con 
stm ctiou was the speed w ith which the work 
was prosecuted and the cost of m aterial and 
labor at that time. The winters of Ifito and 1866 
were the worst ever seen in the Sierras. Snow 
fell to a depth of 1(1 feet, and tunnels had to be 
bon-d througli the snow to reach the face

The ease of the People vs. Kennedy, 
charged with opening letters in the Post­ 
office in this city, was resumed yesterday 
in the United States District Court at San 
Francisco before Judge Hoffman. 
W. S. Leake, Deputy Postmaster, re­ 
sumed the stand and continued giving his 
direct testimony. He was asked to explain 
the alleged complaint of Mrs. Jane Davis. 
W itness stated that Mrs. Davis tiled no 
complaint at the office. His attention was 
called to the matter by an item in the Sac­ 
ramento Dee. He immediately called upon 
Mrs. Davis to ascertain what her grievance 
was. The Dec alleged that she had sent 
packages by mail to Oregon and Nebraska. 
Mrs. Davis, when interviewed by witness, 
said she had no complaints to make against 
the Sacramento office. The package sent 
to Oregon had reached its destination. She 
accounted for the delay in its delivery, from 
the fact that her son, to whom it was sent, 
lived ninety miles from the line of railway. 
The packages she sent to Nebraska were not 
registered, and she could not remember to 
whom they were addressed, whether to a 
niece or a nephew, neither could she give 
the date upon which they were sent. She 
could give no information by which the 
packages could be traced; she said she 
wished to enter no complaint and conse­ 
quently the matter was dropped. Witness 
said that frequently individuals who pur­ 
chased money-orders, held the same be­ 
lieving they were receipts for the money, 
which they supposed was forwarded by the 
postmaster. 
General Carey—Do lawyers ever make 
such mistakes? 
Witness—I know of one who did. He 
came into the office to make inquiries 
about a money-order, which he had bought 
and which had not reached the party for 
whom it was issued. 
In taking letters out 
of his pocket, the postmaster saw a money - 
order among them, and called attention to 
it, saying. “W hat's that ? ” “ O h !” replied 
the complainant. “ that is the receipt you 
gave me. ’ 
Mr. McElrath—W hat is that lawyer’s 
name? 
Witness—Add 0. Hinkson. 
Witness, continuing, said the defendant 
was upon one occasion discovered with the 
contents of the box of Weinstock .t Lubin 
in his hands. He explained his act by 
stating that one of the employes of the 
firm asked him to look through the box for 
an important letter. Defendant hail a key 
to the Fourth-street door. He said Weill- 
stock A Lubin filed complaints, alleging 
losses of currency as well as other valu­ 
ables. 
On cross-examination witness could not 
remember the dates of certain transactions, 
hut others that had been called to his at­ 
tention by newspaper reports be remem­ 
bered quite accurately. He explained this, 
saying any one who trad experience with 
newspapers after them, could probably ex­ 
plain how it was that they could remember 
them so well. When the Bee's articles came 
out, I turned my attention to those cases 
and hunted them out. 
The articles in the Bee were then read, 
and Mr. Leake in two or three explanations 
disposed of them. They were mountains 
out of mole hills. 
The next witness placed upon the stand 
was Edward A. Barker, who is a mail 
carrier on the route in this city where John 
A. Sheehan s money, it is said, was lost. He 
delivered the mail to the Arcade Lodging- 
house. where Jessie Franeis at oDe time re­ 
sided, in room 22, and to whom Sheehan's 
letter was addressed, containing $ 1 0 .

An Interesting Meeting Held Last Even­ 
ing Concerning a N ew Market, Etc. 
A special meeting of tbe Executive Com­ 
mittee of the City and County Improve­ 
ment Association was held last even­ 
ing, 
Dr. 
Simmons presiding, and 
J. 
O. 
Coleman, 
Secretary. 
There was a 
full attendance to consider the subject 
of 
the 
city acquiring title 
and 
pos­ 
session of the soutli half of blocks lying 
on the north side of I street between Third 
and Fifth, for the purpose of establishing 
thereon a public market for hay, wood, 
vegetable, and any other general purposes. 
Frank Miller, Chairman of the Commit­ 
tee on China Slough, made a statement of 
the desirability of such an improvement, 
the adaptability of the locality, the benefit 
it would be to substitute such n public 
m art in place of the present nnsightly, 
tumble-down section of Chinatown, and 
the benefit it would also be to those receiv­ 
ing produce by railroad, or desiring to ship 
irorn market or other points. 
Judge Beatty, R. T. Devliu and Grove L. 
Johnson were called upon, and gave their 
views as to the power of the city to con­ 
demn a portion of Chinatown for the pub­ 
lic uses named, and stated that full au­ 
thority was vested in the city to do so, and 
favored the movement. 
I*. E. Flatt regarded the proposition asan 
im portant one to the fruit and produce 
trade of the city and county. 
It was cen­ 
tral, and with the railroad track laid, as it 
wou-d be, 011 the alley at the north side of 
the market, present facilities for shipping 
and receiving fruit, and the various kinds 
of produce, would be greatly improved. 
He said that ninety per cent, of all the fruit 
shipped from California to the East was 
sent from thi3 city, and present facilities 
are inadequate. Two-thirds of the time 
now required to load fruit cars could often 
be saveil if additional facilities were thus 
afforded. 
Mr. Sellinger made similar remarks, and 
said the work of handling ice, coal, etc., 
handled here, eould be moved for less ex­ 
pense by the establishing of such a market 
and the change in facilities that would be 
afforded by change of tracks, etc. 
A. Abbott gave an account of an investi­ 
gation he had made of the Chinatown 
property, under plan some time since en­ 
tertained to form a syndicate and buy the 
entire area occupied by the Chinese.’ An 
attempt was made to bond the property lor 
purchaser, but 
sqch 
exorbitant prices 
were asked that the project was abandoned. 
He favored the market plan. 
Engineers I’earson and Bassett made 
statements as to the probable cost of the 
work of filling, the present condition, etc. 
It was thought that to fill the halt of the 
two blocks on the north side of I street, 
between Third and F'ifth streets, would 
cost, at thirtv cents per cubic yard, about 
$50.000. 
’ 
Remarks favoring the plan of establish­ 
ing a market there, occupying the ground 
proposed, were made by Dr. C’luness, Al­ 
bert Gallatin, Dr. Simmons, City Trustee 
Ryan, J. O. 
Coleman, 
E. 
K. Alsip, 
A. Leonard, D. Lubin, Captain Dwyer, 
J. 
M. 
Avery 
and 
others. 
It 
was 
thought 
that 
not 
a 
high 
value 
could be placed upon the lots, as it would 
cost nearly as much to fill most of them as 
they would bring when filled, and that the 
cost of the lots and filling would not make 
an amount so large but that the people 
would willingly vote it, either by special 
tax or in issuance of bonds, with a view of 
wiping out the most unsightly part of 
Chinatown, to say nothing of the benefit to 
be derived from the establishment of a 
public market it so advantageous a place. 
Finally,by unanimous vote. Judge Beatty, 
A. Abbott and Frank Miller were ap­ 
pointed a special committee to proceed 
immediately with the necessary steps to 
have condemned and acquire title to the 
section described, for market purposes.

A Progressive Theory on the Transmis­ 
sion of Motive Power. 
Ens. R ecord-Union : Regarding the pro­ 
posed motive power, referred to in the 
R ecord-U nios, tor which a company is to 
be organized, I beg leave to call attention 
to the Folsom water power, which should 
not be overlooked, for if properly harnessed 
it will produce a constant force of consider­ 
able magnitude, which, in case of trans­ 
mission to a city like .Sacramento, will 
assist in developing its resources, as well as 
in building up the city by the various in­ 
dustries which may spring from such cheap 
motive power. 
In the year 1880 or 18SI you published 
an article written by the undersigned, and 
in the article it was suggested to turn the 
force of water by means of turbines into 
into electricity and conduct the force to 
this city, to be used as motive power and 
electric lighting. 
As then the idea was somewhat in ad­ 
vance, it was looked upon as very vision­ 
ary, but that is was feasible, time will soon 
prove; in fact, it is being carried out at va­ 
rious localities at present in the so-called 
civilized world, although the distance may 
be a few miles less than from here to Fol­ 
som. 
In order to convince myself upon this 
matter, I incidentally mentioned the sub- : 
ject, while writing to Siemens & Halske, 1 
who first started the electric street railway j 
in Berlin. Germany, and who are knowr. j 
to bs lirst-elass electricians for technical I 
purposes. The London branch, known as 
“ Siemens Bros. Limited,” and under the 
control of the noted electrician and scien­ 
tist, C. W illiam Siemens, (now deceased. , 
answered the letter. 
In regard to the sub­ 
ject matter they answered: “ Your sug­ 
gestion of utilizing the power of the Rio 
Americano for working an electric railway 
is possible of execution, but we think it 
would he advisable to delay the realization 
of such a project until more experience 
has been gained generally in this new mode 
of transmitting power.” ’ 
This letter is in my possession yet, and 
subsequently W m. Siemens utilized water 
power some distance away from his coun­ 
try residence, working a dynamo-electric 
machine to light up his garden, hot-houses 
and residence. In the hot-houses he proved 
to the world that fruit can be ripened much 
earlier by the use of electric light a*, night, 
by which the process of ripening was but 
little interrupted 
Smee then another advantage has been 
gained, and that is the addition of storage 
batteries, which may play an important 
part where light work is demanded. 
If the 
cost produced in storing up electricity by 
means ot dynamos is but nominal, water 
power will produce it. Only in your yes­ 
terday’s issue it is mentioned how street 
cars are propelled by this me hod in Phila­ 
delphia. anil have been in other cities of 
Europe and America. 
Of course, there is great loss in the trans­ 
mission of power : but yet imperfect as the 
plants are, this force offers less loss than 
any other method of transferring power, 
[dee Scientific American supplement, page 
9,484, May 21, 1887—“ Progress of Electric 
Railroads.”] 
It is possible that the future may utilize 
both wave and tide force, which might 
have a tendency to light up many a dark 
nook dangerous to the mariner. 
This 
could easily be tested at the light-house 
stations entirely surrounded 
by water. 
Storage batteries would there be of service. 
If electric power be adopted here we 
would have no water to dispose of which 
turned the wheel. This signifies : "After 
you have used me, lift me up again and 
dump me into the river, where I belong.” 
Which of course means additional expenses 
to the city or company that adopts this sys 
tern, if so unfortunately situated. 
It is my belief that by engineering m eth­ 
ods water power can be brought some 
miles nearer to this city, and offer the 
power has been utilized by transmission it 
will still answer the purpose for irrigation, 
and thereby add to the profits of the com­ 
pany that carries out the project. Very re­

G re a t V alu e In a T o m b .

B e i r u t (S yria), June Oth.—The exenva- 
tious and discoveries at fifth >n still con­ 
tinue with remarkable results. 
The tium- 
!*t of sarcophagi at present brought to 
light is eighteen, and some Jof them are 
most magnificent, and will rank high 
among archseologkai treasures. 
They are 
of enormous size, and the sculpture is 
elaborate a:td in 
perfect preservation. 
Upon one of them aione are eighteen al­ 
most detaelred statues, about three feet in 
hight, without a single scratch, and of 
pure marbK 
The most remzrkable of them has just 
come to light last week. 
It is an ancient 
1‘honieisn sarcophagus, which had never 
been cfr-ened, and contained a tmuumy and 
a large amount of jewelry of great value. 
The mumtuy, when unrolled, wa- found to 
be the body of a man in middle life, and 
th:--state of preservation was astonishing. 
The features, and, in fact, the entire laxly, 
were intact; the flesh was tender, and 
yielded to pressure, and teeth, hair, and 
j viscera were all in place. 
Upon the out­ 
! side of the lid of the sarcophagus is an in- 
| scription of seven end a half lines in Phoe­ 
nician characters, and also one in Egvp- 
| tian hieroglyphics. 
The hi-lingual in- 
■ scription of such an ancient date excites 
! great expectations. 
We shall have to 
wait to have it deciphered by tin- savants 
before we can know the full value of the 
statement- it contains. 
The sarcophagus 
is of black basalt, such as comes from 
Egypt, and it may have been made in 
Egypt by order from Eidbn. 
The date of 
it is, of course, a matter of conjecture a- 
yet. 
It may be anywhere from 800 to 
1500 B. c n and even older. 
This strange 
being, who has been brought forth literally 
from the tomb of the ages to face the 
nineteenth century—who is he? 
What if 
he should be Ethbaal, ‘‘King of the 
Zidonians” and fathei ot .Jezebel, or some 
other King who flourished in the earlier 
days of “ Great Zidon?” It is more than 
probable that he was a royal or princely 
character. 
The value of this enormous find is 
roughly estimated as approaching a sum 
not far froui §800,000. One of the Euro­ 
pean Consuls in Beirut has offered £25,­ 
000 for one of the sarcophagi. 
It was not 
accepted, and the Turkish Government 
are boxing the entire hit, and have sent a 
sjK’eial steamer to trans|«jrt them to Con­ 
stantinople. 
* 
The discovery of the sarcophagus of Ash- 
nmnazar, in 1855, just outside of Sidon, 
was regarded as an important event. 
It 
also had a Phoenician inscription of twen­ 
ty-two lines, and several interesting data 
were gathered from it. 
This is a far more 
marvelous and -magnificent upturning of 
old Sidonian remains. 
The excavations still continue, and other 
treasures may be brought to light. A Gov­ 
ernment official—llandv Bey—from Con­ 
stantinople, is superintending the opera­ 
tions. 
These arc tlays of great archaeologi­ 
cal wonders. 
Think of the old Pharoans 
on cxhibitioM ii the Boulak Musucm in 
Cairo.
